It took eight pieces of Antioch's fire 
fighting* equipment, along with tankers from 
Trevor and Spring Grove, to put out a fire the 
destroyed 40 percent of a large horse barn 
owned by Eugene Schwieger, on Rte. 173, in 
Antioch Township. 

Antioch Fire Chief Todd Maplethorpe said 
that his department received. the fire call at 
5:55 p.m., on Wednesday, Oct:2i. 

"There were 3,000 bales of hay stored in 



the barn so we assume that the fire was. 
caused by spontaneous combustion because 
of the hay storage," said Maplethorpe. 

The fire chief estimated damage to the 
barn at approximately $75,000 plus whatever 
the value of the ruined hay was. 

The fire was not easily squelched as at- 
tested to by the return of Antioch's fire 
engines to the fire Station at 11:15 p.m., five

Carole: 'Polio check a must!' 



by CAROLE RISK A 

. Immunity to polio 
shouldn't be taken for gran- 
ted among young adults. 
Persons born, in i960, 1961 
and 1962 may not have been 
immunized by childhood 
vaccinations. 

The polio vaccine given to 
these adults when they were 
children should have 
received three doses of the 
Salk vaccine, this type of im- 
munization was given from 
August 1961 to June of 1963. 

The Salk vaccine was 
replaced by the Sabin oral 
vaccine in 1963. The Sabin 
vaccine gives lifelong im- 
munity to polio. 

Nancy Peterson, director 
of public relations for the 
Lake County Dept. of Health 
said this is not a "panic 
situation at all, but young 
adults should check with 
their personal physicians to . 
be sure that they are ef- 
fectively i mmunized. ' ' 

Peterson said that, "the 
Salk mono-valent vaccine 
should have been followed at 
a later date with the tri- , 
yalent Sabin oral vaccine. 

Because immunization 
requirements -■ when these 
people started school were 
not as stringent as they are 
now, there is* a' chance that 
some people never had the 
tri-valent polio vaccine. 

The Lake County Health 
Dept. will not give polio im- 
munizations to anyone over 
18, said Peterson, "because^
